In truth, knowledge in psy- 
chology today is quite fragmen- 
tary. We live in an era of so, 
called “miniature systems.” 
Every psychologist seems to have 
his own pet ideas designed to 
handle his own favorite problems, 
but.no single great man has 
emerged to synthesize these bits 
and pieces. 

American psychologists have 
been prone to abuse or misuse 
statistics, In a desperate attempt 
to carry out “critical” experi- 
ments, statistical technique and 
sophistication have often dis-~ 
placed a thorough grasp of gen- 
eral procedure and a recognition 
of. thee need for repetition of 
experiments to permit cross 
checks before publication, 

The error of the research psy- 
chologist in attempting to gen- 
eralize on the basis of a single 
study has become so glaring that 
he has recently found himself 
under attack by = statisticians 
themselves. 

In summary, our present sie 
of: psychological information is 
exceedingly limited and some of 
the techniques that are being 
used to expand our knowledge 
are open to serious question. 

What does all of this mean for 
the University of Omaha? 

First, it has a definite bearing 
on the new psychology program 
which places emphasis squarely
